You ſhould ſo proportion your Sub- 
ftancesor Nuts, as tohave about a lik 
quantity of juyce of each z as alſo fo 
much of the Flowers as to have as 
much diſtilled water as out of cither of 
the Juyces. For Incrudities and Indige- 
Rions of the Stomach, when a Looſe- 
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neſs followeth (which uſually cometh 
from cating more then one can digeſt) 
he preſcribed two or three days very 
ſlender diet ; and then to eat on miorn- 
ings three or four condited Walnuts, 
and to drink a little Wine after them,

Monſieur Du (los,gSiveth the Diet of 
Milk to many Patients, as well as he 
hath taken 1t conſtantly theſe many 
years himſelf : and in all, he obſerverh 
the following circumſtances. To thoſe 
wio digeſt it not well, and out of 
whoſe Stomach it goeth not ſoon e- 
nough , -he gives a grain or two of Salt 
with it : To thoſe with whom it cur- 
dleth, he giveth a little Sugar; and to

rurneth tocholer, he putterh a little 
quantity of fair water. 
He takes it often; as four or five 
times a day : about two Parzs pints a 
day in all or better. It all day he taketh 
nothing but Milk , he finds it weakens 
him ar lensth : therefore about no 
he cateth a manchet of fine light Bread, 
of about a pcany price. Burt neither 
thar ſtrengriencth him ſufliciently ; bur 
he uſerh wirhal to car then two Som

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of good Damask Raiſins ( or more ) 
eating firſt half his Bread, then twelve 
Raiſins ; then drinks a Porringer full of 
Milk upon it : Then he cats the reſt of 
his Bread and Raiſins, and drinks ano- 
ther Porringer of Milk. With this 
courſe he groweth ſtrong , fat and full 
of blood : but without Bread and 


Raiſins , he becometh very faint and 
cannot walk tar : but with them he is |

Bed, he takcs a Pill of five or fix grains 
of his Compoſition of Aloes and 
Juyces of Herbs, ina ſpoonful of milk, 
and drinks three or four more upon it:

for all day : bur withour his Pill, 


fs milk would conſtipate him much, 
To Digeſt a large Meal.

would hinder one from ſleeping at 
night : It will digeſt preſently and 
trouble you no longer, it you drink a 
pn draught of Claret Wine made as 

ot as you can well drink it; heat it 
ſo, that you may not looſe the Spirits 
of it, ina Ulver Tumbler with a cloſe 
Cover _ down, ſo that it may 
preſs upon the Vine, and conſequent- 
ly no Spirits riſe into the void place 
between 'the Wine and the Cover : 
which hindering of their motion, keep- 


eth them fixed homogeneally through 


the whole body of the Wine. 


To make an Flolaccharam or Cina- 
momlt.

The beſt way of diſtilling pure Spi-
